Major McKinley and Mr. Ho- 
bart were welcomed to their fatnre 
home bj one of those f lorioos, bright 
iMjM, moh aa Washington takes pride 
111, when in the mood. The entry of 
the two waa made with little ceremony 
and copiparatively slight pubUo demou- 
■tration. 

GoTetnon, generals and men with 
CO* tifl^ or Mother, past or present, 
sonttniM to arrive with each train, so 
that it Is no longer a risk to address 
with some title almost anv ouo who 
niaybe met about the hot i ls or public 
offices. 

Of the prospective new cabinot there 
are in the city Messrs. Shornmn, Ga<?e, 
Alger, (Jury, Wilson an(i McKenna, and 
a possiblo ciiliiiict otiiciT in J. J. Mc- 
Cook of New York, who urrivt d during 
the day. 

Of governors of states thcru are al- 
ready here Governors BUuk of New 
York, Tanner of Illinois, tiront of Ver- 
mont, Lowudt s of Maryland, Srolield 
of Wi6C0U.sin, HustiuKS of Pennsylvania, 
Griggs of New Jersey and Bnnhnell of 
Ohio. Governors Drake of lowa and 
Piugrco of Michigan wUl be ia Wlidl- 
ington before night. 

The arrival of tlie president elect and 
the presence of such a livr^o proportion 
of public men of influence sufficient to 
affect the formation of the new cabinet, 
started a flood of gossip concerning the 
members of President McKinley's offi- 
cial f amUr, bnt through all the fog of 
gneaswork and speculation the fact 
show* dearly that the cabinet is still 
nnoompleted and for precisely the same 
r«uoa that it has known to be about a 
week, namely that the president elect 
desires to honor New York with a place 
and that a man has not vet been found 
acceptable at once to the leaders of Em- 
Dlre state poUtica and wilUug to take 
mm position which the cabinet slate, as 
arnwgtd, marks as his birth. Senator- 
elect nrttwwlfr.

Inouiij at the sen- 
ate on the matter of aojoumment was 
answered by the statement that it 
would bo (US Mr. McKinley might wish. 

The incoming of so many viBitors of 
note alKo Htart*!d tlie scK'ial activities of 
the town, and there were innumerable 
dinners and receptions in the fashiona- 
ble parts of tbo city in honor of inaug- 
ural sojourners. 

Grand Maraiml Porter kept hard at 
work at his quarters arranging for the 
big rarade ou Thursday. A rough to- 
tal of the number of regular and militia 
soldiers and sailors who will be in lino 
shows an aggregate of 11,000 to 12,000. 
The escort or Prenldent-elect McKinley 
when, in accordance with custom he 
lidea down the avenue to the Capitol to 
take the outh of office, will number 
about 6,000. The civic organizations 
vaiT BO greatly in strength that it has 
been found absolutely impossible to 
make an exact statement of the number 
of men they will have in hue, but it is 
estimated at about 12,000. 

President Cleveland and Mrs. Cleve- 
land last night entertained at diuuei 
President-elect McKinley. The invita- 
tion, which while not a novelty, is not 
always usual tu a change of administra- 
tion, was extended through Secretary 
Porter several days ago, but up to a late 
hour in the afternoon it was doubtful 
whether or not it could be carried out, 
owing to the indispositioa of President 
Cleveland. Word came to Mr. Porter 
at the Ebbitt, however, about 6 o'elook, 
that the president had so ftur recovered 
from his rhemnatio attadt as to be able 
(Q carry out the engagement, which 
was renewed iu pressing form. It was 
expected that Mrs. MoKmley would ac- 
company her husband to the dinner, 
but owug to the exhaustion that fol- 
lowed the csoiting events of thejourney 
from Oanton and the day in Washing- 
ton she was vnable to do so.

FINISHIN Q THEIR WORK. 

Senate Ruahlnr I^slalatton Prepara- 
tory to Adjonrument. 

WAHHmcnoil, lUroh 8. — The senate 
had its share of inaagoiation crowds 
yesterday and they were oompensated 
by something more than the roatins 
proceednre of appropriation bills. The 
bill for an international monetary con- 
ference was taken up at 1 o'clock, and 
after two hours of animated debate the 
house amendments were agreed to with- 
out the formality of a yea and nay vote. 
This is the final legislatiTe stage of the 
bill and it now goes to the prondant. 

The fortlfloatioa appropriation bill 
was passed early in the day. The defi- 
cient appropriation bill led to ani- 
mated oontrorosy over adding a num- 
ber of claims aggregating |S87,900 un- 
der the Bowman act. An amendment 
covering the claims was finally adapted.

Miners In the Pltrsbnrs DUtrlot WUl De- 
nta^ilt Higher Wage^ 

SRmOBO, Maveh 8.— There will be a 
strike of miners of the Pittsbnrg district 
unless something is done to alleviate the 

distress tliat now exists. 

National President M. D. Ratchford 
and the national officers will oo-operate 
with the district officers to seonre for 
the miners a higher rate of wages. 

It will be remembered that at the 
national convention at Oohunhus in 
January it was decided that miners 
should diMiiaud a wage rate of 69 cents 
in the Pittsburg district, with the usual 
diflfereutials as wages paid in the other 
bituminous districts are always based 
on the mining rate at Pittsburg. 

Operators are now making prepara- 
tions for the lake trade, which will ojx^n 
about the middle of April, when all rail- 
road ndnes will have nearly all the 
work they can do. It lias been agreed 
that whatever action is taken by tlie 
miners must come before that time, and 
in case the district price is not advanced 
the trouble w ill rival the national stril" 
of five yean ago. At present the Pitts- 
burg wage rate is from 64 to W cents. 

Wfttern Operators In Oonl^renoe. 
Terke Haute, Ind., March 8.— There 
will be an adjourned meeting of the In- 
diana and Illiuois ooal operators in Chi- 
cago tomoROWto hear a report of the 
committee in. regard to the agreement 
with railroad companies, by which the 
cool business in Chicago will be con- 
ducted at a uniform price. Indiana and 
Illinois operators have been cutting 
prices for the past two years, until now 
the price is more thiua 60 cents a ton 
less than two years ago. The wages 
paid to miners have been reduced 10 to 
20 cents a ton. IndiMia and Illinohl will 
cut loose from the Ohio and Pltlebwg 
standards.

fOBOaN HABDIES (UUIilED ON. 

After Several Vollejra Had Bern Fired the 
Matlaeers BavMBdered— Two ThoMand 
MnMuImanii Reported MaaMrrnd — t.lvr* 
of Foreianera In Danger— The Power* 
Pata* C r ataa War M«ira> 

Oawba, March 3.— This city wrs 
thrown into a wild state of exi-itement 
yesterday afternoon by a revolt of the 
gendarmes. They tu-e composed of Al- 
banians and BosidanB. Their pay is 16 
months in aireaie. Monday they re- 
faeed to go on do^ and yeeterday they 
seized their officers and imprisoned 
them in the governor's palace, upon a 
rei)ort gaining currency that the of*icer8 
had received their pay and intended to 
leave the island. The officers tried to 
escape and the mutineers fired upon 
them. Gdlonel. Solefanaa Bey has since 
died of his wounds. He was shot 
through the body. The mutineers then 
barricaded themselves in the barracks. 

The foreign marines were hurried to 
the scene and surronnded the baiTacks. 
The Italian and Cierir.an detaciiTncnts 
fired volleys under the windows aiid the 
British commander was just orderijig 
his defaehmeiit to fire when x\ white 
flag was thrust out of a window. The 
British and Austrian oflicers thereupon 
held a short piirley with the mutineers, 
eventually ending in the Borrenteof 
the latter. 

After a conference yesterday between 
the consuls and the adn.irals it was de- 
cided to Bend oflicers to Ct.'lino and 
Hi'erapi^tra in order to fa/-ilitate the 
rescue of the besie^red Mussulmans. (' 
lino aud Caudamo will be placed under 
the protection of the powers. 

THE PO WERS DEFIED. 

Greek Commodore Not Beadjr to Obej the 
rorelsa Adwtrale' OrdetSi 

Athims, March 8.— Advioaa kwefkom 

Conea say that the foreign adndtals de- 

manded that the Greek warships leave 
Cretan waters within 24 hours. To this 
demand Commodore Reinick, command- 
ing the Greek warship Hydra, repUed 
that he woald only obey the orders of 
his own government. If his ship were 
sunk, he declared, she would salute the 
foreign flogs as she went down. 

The government is informed tliat the 
garrison of liandamos, ishmd of Crete, 
which was captured by the insurgents, 
comprise*! 1,200 Turkish soldiers. The 
government has wired the Greek vice 
consul at Canea instmoting him to start 
at once for 8elino and use his influence 
in behalf of the Moslems whobftTi been 
made prisoners there. 

WHOLESALg MASSACRg. 

Uvas of Enropeana In Canra BTow laUl to 
Bo Ib Great Dancer. 

Paris, Marob 8.— ▲ dispatoh to The 
Eclah* from Oanea Miji it is reported 
there that 3,000 Mttssolftians, who were 
interned in the fortress near Selino, 
have all b< on massacred and that great 
apprehension is felt inrsgwd to the fate 
of 4,000 Mubiulmans who are beeieged 
near Canea. 

The Massahnons of Canea are so in- 
censed and eseited at the danger of 
their co-reUgionista that the lires of 
Europeans are in danger and the for- 
eign consulatea are t&eatenod, to pro- 
tect which au additional foroe of ma- 
rines has been landed hj the Torioos 
waishjps. 

ADMIRALS ' UL TIMATUM. 

Greek Warships Must Lrnve ('iiliiii 
WaUra Within Forty-Kle)it lluur^. 

New Yor.c, March 3.— A special to 
The Herald from Canea says : The ad- 
niijuls of the allied fleet will send an tU- 
timatum to the Greek warships to leave 
Cretan waters within 48 hours.

Ikdianapous, March 8. — A letter 
alxiut K"ld mines aud good times in one 
port of the territory of the United States 
has just been received by H. W. Ogbom 
of this oiQr from Oscar Qard. depa^ 
collector of theportof lfBiy*i tdlpUk 
Alaska. Gard formerly lived in Ohio, 
aud then at Richmond, Ind., and he 
went to the uorthweetsm Btal|sa» and 
finally to Alaska. 

There is a terrible rush to the Tn< 
Icon river pacer mines from the states," 
he writes. "There are foor huge 
steamers mnning ap here from Taooma 
and they are loaded down with miners 
bound for the mines. It is something 
remarkable what hardships and flspoa- 
ore men will go through for gold. They 
have to walk and pack their provisions 
900 miles over the moontaina to the 
Yukon, yet there ara hmtAreda of men 
doimrit. 

They moke all the way from tlO up 
to $500 per day, washing on the ban of 
the creeks and river. This may seem 
like a fairy tala, bnt, nevertheless, it is 
true. I know a Ifr. Miller who washed 
out in two seasons $68,000 in gold dust 
in 140 days of aottial work, bnt, of 
ooorse, this is an exception. Most of 
them get from $8,000 to $6,000, and, of 
coarse, some don't get anything.
